628,250 reported subscriptions, but the 
treasury now believes the actual total, 
which may run to $4,000,000,000, will 
not be definitely known until May 153, 
four days after individual banks are 
required to report to federal reserve 
banks.

Many soft drink 
which have already 


in effect will have ‘to close and re- 


main closed until they have reached a 


proper balance. In this connection the 
order reads: 

“This will undoubtedly mean that 
hundreds of soft drink dispensing 
establishments will, for a time, be 
unable to obtain sugar for mak- 
ing syrups.” 

The provisions of the order will not 
apply to sales of sugar to hotels, res- 
taurants, boarding houses, or 
eating places whose products are sold 
on the premises, wholesale or retail 
dealers in sugar already under license, 
bakers and cracker anufacturers al- 
ready under license. Certificates will 
not be required of individual families. 
There is no restriction on the use of 
sugar in the making of ice cream. 


Dr. Soule’s Order. 


The order, which is of paramount in- 
terest to manufacturers and soft drink 


establishments, is in part as follows: 


Effective May 165th the distribution of 
sugar in all quantities to manufacturers, 
throughout the United States, goes strictly 
under certificates, by order of the United 
States food administration, promulgated by 
Dr. Andrew M. Soule.

Secretary McAdoo, in a statement 
thanking the nation for its shipport 
of the loan, said the widespread dis-

Unless there is a pressing necessity

STRIFE IN AUSTRIA 
FORCES OFFENSIVE. 


The decision to launch an offensive 
of grand proportions in Italy was 
doubtless forced by political and eco- 
nomic conditions prevailing in Austria. 
An offensive campaign that yields gains 
of ground might serve to still the ele- 
ments which are seething throughout 
the dual empire and would postpone 
the day of reckoning that seems in 
store for the rulers of Austria. 

7erman domination of Austria is be- 
coming more complete as time goes on. 
Tyrol and Bohemia have deen annexed, 
for food administration purposes, to 
Germany, but this move in the great 
game of statecraft has served only te 
deepen the chasm between the racial 
factions of Austria. Bohemian troops 
have deserted from the Austrian armies 
and have joined the Italians, and, if 
an offensive is not launched, demoral- 
ization of the Austrian forces may come 
sooner than the outside world expects. 

In the meantime, the situation on the 
front in France and Flanders has re- 
mained fairly quiet. There have been 
local attacks by the Germans here and 
there along the line, but nothing ap- 
proaching a general battle has been 
reported. The allies are improving 
their lines and are awaiting for the 
Germans to make the next move.

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TICKS AND FOOD SUPPLY. 


Our Washington correspondent reiter- 
ates that the federal department of agricul- 
ture is determined that. the *Texas fever 
cattle tick must be eradicated from the re- 
maining. infested districts, and without un- 
necessary loss of time. 

The department could exert itself in no 
direction that means more to the south, and 
to the future food and leather supply of the 
country-at-large; and in its efforts it de- 
serves and must have the fullest possible 
co-operation of the states, counties, cities 
and towns, rural communities, organizations 
and individual citizens. 

Tick eradication, our correspondent goes 
on to say— 


used to be a matter merely of improv- 
ing stock-growing conditions. Today it 
is a war problem, in that a tick-infected 
herd is worth in food value less than 
half the same size herd is worth in a 
tick-free district. It is a matter of beef 
for the soldiers, as well as profits for 
the ranchman. 

More than that, it is a matter of shoe- 
l¢ather for soldiers and civilians; it is a 
matter of dairy products for the people at 
home and abroad, soldiers and non-combat- 
ants; it is a matter of milk and health for 
our babies and little children. 

The tick is one of the most destructive 
pests on the face of the earth today—at any 
rate, on the American continent—and with- 
out a single claim upon our tolerance. It is 
bad through and through, without one re- 
deeming feature, and the sooner it can be 
exterminated the better. 

The federal government has fixed upon 
the latter part of 1920 for the releasing of 
the entire state of Georgia from tick quar- 
antine; which, in itself, is just cause for 
hope. But the object ought to be accom- 
plished earlier than that, and the Georgia 
Landowners’ association believes that it 
can be. 

The head officials of that organization, 
which, in co-operation with federal, state, 
county ‘and comniunity authorities, is con- 
ducting a novel and an intensive anti-tick 
campaign throughout south Georgia, declare 
that it is possible to rid Georgia of its last 
cattle tick with another year’s work, or by 
the first of January, 1920, at the outside. 

This, however, cannot be done unless the 
financial and. commercial interests of the 
state, together with the farmers and stock- 
men of the infected districts, and the indi- 
vidual citizens of the state generally, take 
a personal interest in the work and give it 
their ungrudging and aggressive support, 
financial and otherwise. 

That is what should be done. 


THE PATRIOTIC SPIRIT. 


An Atlanta boy, who is at a naval train- 
ing station, said of the patriotic spirit of 
the boys that are in the service with him:

France”—says a writer in The American 


Magazine, “but when it comes to real things, 
like suffering and dying, they meet them 
with a smile!” 

And of that brave, smiling spirit the 
writer of the magazine story adds: 


“T wish I could make every man 
and every woman in the United States 
see those smiles. They are rather dif- 
ficult, rather grotesque, for the faces 
are stiff with mud and blood and are 
drawn with pain. But there they are! 
The suffering lips, which make no 
murmur, can somehow manage to 
smile. 

“If they can do that, it seems to me 
that we ought to be able to pack up 
our troubles in our old kit bag; we 
ought to manage to hide them away in 
our hearts somewhere, and to smile, 
too.”

In the course of an ultra-abusive anti-

plied editorially to Senator Sherman’s abu- 
sive partisan speech; and for the benefit of 
the senator, his fellow-partisans and the 
country at large and of all who give ear to 
his brand of criticism and conclude that the 
country’s affairs are in the hands of “oddi- 
ties and ineffectuals,’’ mollycoddles and in- 
competents, it printed a “partial list” of 
names of men “surrounding the president” 
who are cited as “masculine males and real 
doers who have amply proved their ability to 
give the people their money’s worth of speed, 
efficiency and solid results in the great na- 
tional undertaking to win this war.”

Samuel McRoberts, formerly vice pres- 
ident of the National City bank—now 
Colonel McRoberts in the war depart- 
ment. 

Guy E. Tripp, president of the West- 
inghouse Electric—now Colonel Guy E. 
Tripp, chief of the production division of 
the ordnance department. 

J.l. Replogle, president of the Cambria 
Steel company—now in charge of all 
government steel orders. 

Alexander Legge, vice president and 
general manager of the Harvester trust— 
now Mr. Baruch’s chief assistant in the 
war munitions board. 

Harry Bates Thayer, president of the 
Western Electric company—now in the 
air production board.

THRIFT WORK IN THE 
ATLANTA PUBLIC SCHOOLS 


Faith School. 


A large American flag is raised at Faith 
school each morning while the children sing 
national songs. It is an impressive sight, 
for the pupils love the flag and all it stands 
for, and they hope that the boys and girls 
of other lands will soon enjoy the peace and 
liberty that they have ‘known. As they have 
shared in the prosperity of their country, 
they feel it a privilege to be allowed to serve 
their government at this time when every 
American citizen is called upon to do all he 
can to help make the world safe for democ- 
racy. In trying to do ,their part they have 
learned lessons which are making them bet- 
ter citizens. 

Each grade 


in the school has organized 
a lively War Saving society, with a large 
percentage of the pupiis of the class as 
members. In the first and second grades the 
teachers act as bankers and the children are 
depositors. As the pennies and nickels are 
put into the bank they are credited to the 
pupils’ accounts. As each child keeps a rec- 
ord of his own savings he is learning lessons 
on number work as well as in thrift and 
service. The first grade teachers give their 
pupils a penny for ten perfect spelling pa- 
pers, which help the children's accounts to 
grow. When 25 cents has been credited to 
a pupil’s account he becomes the proud pos- 
sessor of a thrift stamp. In all the grades 
meetings are held at which the pupils tell 
how they have earned the money with which 
to purchase stamps. Onr girls are working 
at home or for the neighbors, and are gell- 
ing vegetables and needle work; the boys 
are working at stores, delivering papers, and 
gardening. One little girl told her mother 
she would rather have a thrift stamp than 
an Easter dress. The pupils have written 
compositions, drawn posters and made ex- 
temporaneous speeches in the interest of 
the thrift movement. Each week a leader- 
ship banner is awarded the class doing the 
greatest amount of thrift and Red Cross 
work.

W. Gordon, author, soldier and lecturer, was 
the principal attraction. 3 

Major Gordon, better known as Ralph 
Conner, author of several of the best sellers. 
is a member of the Twenty-third battalion 
of the Cameron Highlanders of Canada, and 
appeared in the Highland uniform. 

The major, who was introduced by Philip 
Alston, made a most thrilling talk. 

“It is not enough to conquer Germany on 
the battlefield; it is not enough to drive her 
out of Belgium, Serbia and Russia,” he said. 
“Because of the fact. that she loves war and 
has made war a Germany industry, her power 
to make war must be destroyed. When she 
asks for peace, as she will some day, we 
must bée sure that she has no sword con- 
cealed.

“This war was brought on us by an auto- 
cratic ruler, supported by a military system, 
which is fn turn supported by a people who 
love tyranny.

URGES DR. SOARES 


Speaker Scores the Kaiser’s 
Delbruck Law---Women to 
Wear Badge of Honor in 
Place of Mourning for War 
Heroes. 


By Mary Carter Winter. 
Hot Springs, Ark., May 5.—(Special) 
The finest address by far yet delivered 


“As regards the arrest of members of before the General Federation of Wom- 


en’s Clubs was that given Sunday aft- 
ernoon by Dr. Theodore, Gerald Soares, 
of Chicago university, on “Fight the 
Next War Now.” 

He discussed “Germany's Great Con- 
spiracy to Enthrall the Civilized 
World,” and made an eloquent plea for 
a conclusive finish to the fight. 

He said in effect: “We do not want 
American peace, but a human peace. 
Germany wants peace now only to pre- 
pare for the next war. The plan to 
conquer France was but the first chap- 
ter of the great conspiracy, and the 
first war was to end with that purpose 
attained. 

“The second chapter was war with 
England, after conquered France had 
yielded a toll of gold and armaments 
to augment Germany’s power. 

“The third chapter was war with 
America, with invasion through South 
America and Canada. 

“If the first stage had been success- 
fully carried through the other two 
would have been easy matters. But 
failure to win as planned makes nec- 
essary a cessation with victories 
gained in order to make sure of the 
Success of the next war.” 

Dr. Soares reviewed the history of 
Germany's struggles to secure unity, 
told of the peoples enslaved by brutal 
power, and denounced those Germans 
who have cloaked their activities in 
behalf of Germany under American 
citizenship papers. He referred to the 
Delbruck law permitting Germans to 
become American citizens, retaining at 
the same time their rights as German 
citizens subject to the kaiser’s will. He 
declared those availing themselves of 
this right to be “perjured traitors,”’ 
and said that he would like to see, un- 
der government direction, the _  tele- 
graph poles of the country made use 
of for such traitors.

Summing up of the matter.

Maintenance of cotton goods prices 
after a break of 9c in the raw material 
would seem astonishing if it were not 
known that there is a dearth of mer- 
chandise in commercial channels, While 
gray goods for converting have reced- 
ed somewhat in value, other lines have 
either held firm or have gone still 
higher and the prospect of further ad- 
vances is not being disregarded. 

Meantime, production costs are 
mounting steadily, a 124% per cent wage 
increase being granted New Bedford 
operatives, and southern mills are 
promising workers unusual bonuses in 
an effort to maintain full outputs.
